Madam Speaker I am pleased to present on behalf of this Council the 
5^^ IDP& Budget today the 19^^ of April 2011. We are presenting this 
budget due to the directive of the National Treasury through Circular 
54 as a result of the forth coming elections to be held on the 18^^ 
May 2011. This is an important sitting because in terms of the 
mandate given in the 2006 local government elections, we are 
winding up the activities of the present Council. 



I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Councillors for the 
sterling work done during the past five years of the Council. We were 
faced with many challenges and obstacle but to date we have 
succeeded in overcoming most of them. We must mention that the 
Municipality has been facing a serious service delivery backlog in 
terms of Electricity, water and roads. In terms of Powers and 
Functions bestowed by the Constitution some of the responsibilities 
are outside our scope of operation. 

On the sad note, we must mention that during the course of this 
Council we have experienced deaths of Councillors which have left a 
huge void in the work of the Council. We are talking about cadres 
who have dedicated their lives to improve the living conditions of our 
communities. Their memories will forever remain in our hearts. I 
would like to humbly request the House to observe a moment of 
silent for the following Councillors who passed on during the tenure 
of this Council;

Let us all remember their contribution by mobilising our 
communities to go out in large numbers to cast their votes in the 
forth coming Local government elections. 



Madam Speaker as alluded, the Council has performed exceptionally 
well to change the face of the Municipality since the2000. We have 
embarked on programmes and projects which have brought smiles 
upon the faces of our people. These are some of the programmes 
implemented; 

• Over these years the Municipality's budget increased from 

Rlllm in 2006 to R174m in 2010; 

• In 2006 this council established & inaugurated Ward 

Committees ; a requirement necessary to strengthen council 
governance and community involvement 

• In 2007 the Municipality successfully implemented the 

Municipal Property Rates Act one of the important legislative 
requirements in the history of Municipal Finances; Madam 
Speaker this Municipality was one of the Four Municipalities in 
Limpopo that successfully completed these legislative 
exercise; 

• In 2007 this council established Municipal Pubic Works 

Programme for the improvement of our rural Municipal 
Roads; 

• In 2010 this councils wish for a Civic Centre was fulfilled; today 

Madam Speaker this council is housed in a befitting Chamber 
& this is equal to the dignity that this August House deserves 

In addition we have succeeded in implementing the following 
projects which have created jobs trough the Expanded Public works 
programme, 

• Electrification of villages 

• Erections of Community halls 

• Erections of access bridges at villages which were inaccessible 

• Tarring of internal streets 



• Re graveling of roads 

• Provision of water 

Madam Speaker, allow me on behalf of this council to applaud and 
appreciate the political tolerance among the different political 
parties that serve in this August council. Through our different 
political affiliates we were able to share common goal to better the 
lives of our people. We must mention that despite the above 
scenario, we have seen a surge of protest marches by communities 
complaining about provision of services. Some of the concerns were 
genuine and some were not within our powers and functions. It is 
however disappointing to realise that most of the protest marches 
were organised by people serving in the structures of the Council like 
Ward Committees, youth formations and even members of the ruling 
party. 

We must caution and educate our communities that the Council has 
establish mechanism to allow for direct interact with the authorities 
and we must use of this channels. Recently we have seen people 
targeting properties of Councillors which are putting their lives and 
those of family members at risk. We must teach our people to desist 
from such behaviour and use correct platforms to air their views. We 
must condemn the burning of Clirs Mogofe and Mamekoa 's 
properties in strongest and available terms. 



Madam Speaker, we have recently received results of the Client 
satisfaction survey conducted by the Department of Local 
government and Housing on the level of services we are giving to our 
people. Although it is an opinion poll, we must take the results into 
consideration and try to rectify in areas where we were rated badly. 
Overall 42% of the people are satisfied with work done by the 
Council and we must strive to improve more so that in the next 
survey we may see much satisfaction. 

Madam Speaker, it is important to recognise the fact that our 
Municipality is surrounded by Mining houses which have brought 
economic development and job opportunities. However there are 
teething problems existing between our communities and the Mining 
houses. We really appreciate the intervention of the Mines in our 
communities through the Social Labour Plans which are addressing 
most of the basic services. Recently we have seen the rise in the 
confrontation between the Mines and the Communities. We are 
satisfied that the intervention of both the District Municipality and 
the Provincial government will bring synergy between the two 
parties. It is difficult because we found ourselves between the rock 
and the hard place. 

On the same breath we have established a joint task team 
comprising of the District Mayor, Local Mayor and Mine Managers 
that will look into major Municipal development challenges and 
address concerns raised by our communities. Key issues to be 
addressed include electricity, water provision, roads and Human 
resource development. Our major focus will be on the integration 
and sustainability of the projects to be implemented. Gone ate the 
days when planning was done in silos among major stakeholders. 



We have embarked on the following programme to rectify most of 
the challenges brought forward and we are hopeful that we will 
overcome; 

• On Supply Chain issues council has amended the Supply Chain 
Management policy to accommodate as much possible the 
allocation of capital projects to our local contractors. To date 
75% of capital projects are allocated to Local Small and 
Medium Enterprises. 

• The mandate of government is to achieve Clean Audit by 2014. 
As Council we have moved some strides in improving systems 
that will ensure the realisation of the mandate. Madam 
Speaker through this effort this council manage to obtain a 
qualified audit opinion in 2009/10 f/y from the Auditor 
General, an improvement from the previous disclaimer 
opinions. Through this concerted effort we are confidently 
hopeful for unqualified opinion in 2010/11 financial year. We 
want to impress upon our Administration to work harder to 
ensure that Clean Audit is a reality. 

• Madam Speaker the issue of long outstanding government 
debts still remains a challenge, we have solicited the assistance 
from the National Treasury and we are very hopeful for a 
positive outcome; 

• Madam Speaker still a priority of this council to obtain the 
authority to provide Water to the people of Greater Tubatse 
Municipality, this priority is equally important for our 
ambitions to develop the potential of this Municipality as a 
Platinum City. We will continue to engage the respective 
authorities to ensure that this priority is achieved; 



• Madam Speaker Electricity supply to household has been a 
major challenge. We made some strides with Eskom and other 
sector of government to ensure that the challenges are 
addressed. We even went some strides to fund some of the 
projects. Other forms of alternative energy will be 
implemented in the next financial year in areas with serious 
backlog until Eskom find a suitable solution. 

Madam Speaker we have vowed to continue this noble journey to 
correct most of the above and to deliver on our promise on better 
life for all 

For all this Madam Speaker allow me to pass my gratitude to these 
women & men for their character, determination & zeal to work and 
change the lives of our people for better
